"The  OUTPOST"  - is  a name  that  will  be  often  mentioned  during  Che  coming  summer  at  Miniwanca  Boys 
Camp,  for  1969  marks  the  creation  of  a special  type  of  camping  program  at  Miniwanca,  Fellows  In  their  final 
year  of  YB  will  have  the  option  of  participating  in  the  regular  Explorer  Unit, or  "roughing  It"  In  the  Outpost. 

The  Outpost  will  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Boys  Comp  operation,  yet  It  will  have  separate  facilities 
and  activities.  The  program  will  respond  to  the  desire  of  some  of  the  older  campers  for  a rugged  experience 
in  outdoor  living,  leadership  development,  self-reliance,  mobility,  and  that  which  is  exceptional  and  extra- 
ordinary. The  Outpost  will  have  three  phases  to  its  five-week  schedule.  (1)  A two-wcek  In-camp  program  will 
emphasize  camping  skills,  swimming,  canoeing,  first  aid,  leadership  training,  physical  fitness,  life-enrich- 
ment discussions,  and  trip  preparation.  (2)  A two-week  canoe  trip  into  Canada,  covering  several  hundred  miles 
of  river  and  lake  tripping,  portaging,  nature  study,  and  other  wilderness  Interests.  (3)  One  week  back  at 
Miniwanca  for  sharing  experiences,  thinking  ahead  for  future  Outpost  programs,  completion  of  skill  development, 
and  final  camp  activities. 

The  Outpost  will  accommodate  12  campers,  and  it  will  be  located  in  a lovely,  secluded  dune  area  in  the 
"Well"  area  of  the  Miniwanca  property.  Campers  will  live  in  tents  and  have  other  facilities  to  provide  maxi- 
mum autonomous  living.  Meals  will  be  in  the  YB  Eating  Lodge  as  well  as  in  the  Outpost. 


TOM  STEEN,  a former  Miniwanca  and  Mcrrowvista  leader  in  the  Boys  Camps 
by  another  leader  of  comparable  experience.  Tom  teaches  high  school  in 
Grand  Rapids;  he  is  a seasoned  camper  and  canoeist  and  has  previously 
led  Canadian  wilderness  trips  for  teenagers  at  another  comp. 

The  Outpost  will  be  operated  safely  and  with  every  possible  cau- 
tion. Not  only  will  the  leadership  be  of  exceptional  quality,  but  the 
campers  will  also  receive  careful  training  and  preparation  for  the 
Canadian  trip.  Equipment  will  be  especially  suited  for  this  type  of 
outdoor  life.  The  trip  should  be  an  exciting  and  profitable  experience. 
Campers  will  return  home  with  Che  great  satisfaction  of  having  met  and 
conquered  a great  challenge  In  a most  enjoyable  and  meaningful  way.

-DONNA  VAN  WESTROP  had  an 
exciting  time  in  Nassau  last  Sumner,  scuba  diving,  at 
one  time  down  to  a depth  of  265  feet.  Her  fellow 
"Aqua  Rays"  gave  her  a "Diver  of  the  Year"  award'. 
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It  was  over  50  years  ago  that  Dr.  Charles  Elliott  of  Harvard  University  said 
that,  "the  greatest  gift  to  the  field  of  education  is  the  summer  camp."  Today, 
with  over  10,000  camps  and  more  than  7^  million  campers  there  are  many  of  us  who 
believe  this  to  be  more  true  than  ever.  Many  of  us  dedicate  our  professional 
lives  to  camping  because  of  our  belief  that  a child  can  be  reached  more  quickly 
and  more  significantly  in  the  "total  environment"  of  a summer  camp  than  in  any 
other  setting.  Many  summer  camps  today,  as  "experimental  communities  in  living 
relationships"  have  the  opportunity  to  be  a sounding  board  for  much  of  society. 

Let's  be  even  more  specific  about  a few  of  the  tangible/intangibles  Merrow- 
vista  offers: 

- the  village  group  of  8-10  campers  and  2 leaders  offers  one  the  opportunity 
of  concentrated  living  in  a situation  where  give  and  take  is  necessary;  where  sen- 
sitive staff  have  a profound  effect  on  campers;  where  campers  can  more  comfortably 
than  usual  see  themselves  reflected  in  the  eyes  of  others  and  grow  through  this 
process.  This  happens  in  hundreds  of  examples  In  AYF  camps  every  summer  and  camp- 
ers, parents,  and  leaders  are  eager  to  let  us  know  these  changes. 

- older  campers  fill  out  an  extensive  questionnaire  that  helps  them  to  look 
at  themselves  realistically,  their  hopes,  their  goals.  It  is  a process  that  can- 
not help  but  stimulate  introspection, concluding  with  desires  and  plans  for  change, 
Campers  then  have  the  opportunity  to  discuss  their  hopes  and  concerns  with  an 
administrative  staff  person  - in  many  Instances  the  first  person  who  has  ever 
spent  a few  hours  talking  with  and  listening  to  them  in  this  way.  Many  campers 
were  at  Herrowvista  last  summer  partly  because  this  had  been  such  a meaningful 
experience  for  their  parents  when  they  were  campers.  It  Cells  them  someone  cares 
in  a new  way,  it  directs  their  insight,  it  aids  them  in  developing  a new  outlook. 

- our  Senior  Unit  Curriculum  offers  insights  into  self  and  society  and  is 
just  one  of  Che  many  aspects  of  camp  providing  leadership  training.  Some  of  last 
summer's  courses;  PEOPLE  TO  PEOPLE  (attempt  to  become  aware  of  Che  field  of  social 
work  by  discussing  our  response  to  emotions  and  feelings,  an  attempt  Co  break  down 
some  of  the  white  racism  Chat  infects  our  society  by  having  dialogue  between  white 
and  Negro  campers  and  staff,  sharing  of  insight  and  concern  about  Che  use  of  drugs 
across  the  country  by  high  school  students);  DEVELOPING  YOUR  OWN  LIFE  STYLE  (camp- 
ers looked  at  what  it  means  to  be  a "whole  person"  and  open  Co  growth  - fourfold  - 
in  all  areas  of  our  personal  development);  DEVELOPMENT  OF  A CONSERVATION  ETHIC 
(study,  discussion,  beginning  stages  of  a nature/wildlife/conservatton  plan  for 
Herrowvista,  field  Crips  and  an  outdoor  project  on  camp  property). 

- fun  and  adventure  are  an  integral  part  of  Herrowvista.  Our  two  tribes  meet 
daily  in  a variety  of  activities.  Campers  between  11  and  16,  divided  into  3 age 
groupings,  find  a variety  and  progression  in  activltlea/sports/games . Older  camp- 
ers move  into  the  Senior  Unit  and  oldest  campers  have  the  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  our  new  Vermont  Outpost  Camp  Program  (note  special  description  in  other 
materials).  There  is  excitement  at  the  waterfront  and  on  the  ball  field  and  high 
adventure  in  our  hiking  and  canoeing  trips  throughout  northern  New  England. 

Herrowvista  offers  much  more  for  the  development  of  boys  and  girls  than  this 
space  allows  room  Co  describe.  But  no  matter  how  much  we  say,  in  final  summary  ve 
know  that  America's  destiny  in  the  next  half  century  will  be  shaped  by  events 
involving  Youth,  the  Land,  and  human  Understanding.  And  we  know  that  it  is  dedi- 
cated, sensitive,  skilled,  inspiring  leaders  - "highly  significant"  people  who 
will  provide  Che  positive  role  models  that  will  mold  campers'  lives  to  bring  this 
about.  We  are  fortunate  in  1969  that  many  of  our  staff  from  1968  will  be  return- 
ing. Some  are:  BETH  EARLY,  DAVE  RINKER,  MERLE  ALBRIGHT,  assisting  in  the  Direc- 
tion of  Girls,  Family,  Boys  Camp;  CARL  KLINE  as  C.I.  Director;  LOU  ANN  McELYEA  as 
Camp  Secretary;  DIXIE  ZWEIFEL  as  Camp  Nurse.
